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HISTORY OF THE CLASS OF 1922 

Ol H narrative begins in the city of Jeffersonville during the Last 
year of the great world war. Restlessness and excitement marked 
the city as is usually the case in such a time. Soldiers were coming 
and going. People had been brought to realize the value of an educa- 
tion as never before. In the autumn of this year the class of '22 entered the 
Jeffersonville High School, and it is the history of this class that brought 
about the writing of this story. 

What a sensation there was on that glorious morning, September 9, 1918, 
when eighty-eight Freshmen rushed through the portals of the Jeffersonville 
High School, eager to begin work. In fact, Miss Yoigt, the Principal, came 
very near appointing one of the seniors as traffic policeman. Yet one of the 
most brilliant periods in the history of the school was to begin with the en- 
rollment of Class '22. 

Well, after a few of us had been up to the attic a couple of times 
looking for Room 1»*J,— Senior directions, by the way, we were all given 
seats in the big assembly hall with Miss Frank as sponser, who will be re- 
membered by us all for her kindness and patience. As September rolled by we 
became better acquainted and more at ease with our new surroundings. Hut 
just when everything was running smoothly, school was closed on October 7 
because of an epidemic of Spanish Influenza. We did not resume work again 
until November 11. During this time Mr. Densford resigned his position as 
head of the Department of History, and Miss Warren received an appointment 
to a position in W ashington, I). C. 

On November 11 peace was declared. School opened at the regular time 
but had been in session only one period when Superintendent Taylor dismissed 
us to help bury the Kaiser. On Tuesday morning everything was running full 
force once more. Some of the Freshman girls were seen exchanging smiles with 
upper classmen also. Latin and French (this was the first year that French 
was taught here) were part of our difficulties, but Fate was with us, and the 
credits were ours when school closed. 

In the fall of '19 we met again but as Sophomores this time. Remember 
that important air and dignified look we displayed. As this year wore on, we 
made public our wealth of debators, poets, and athletes, many of whom will 
no doubt be famous some day. Nevertheless it took lots of brain power to 
climb the peak of Ancient History and battle with Caesar, not mentioning note 
books, — why there'was a notebook to be kept for every hour in the day. Hut 
our kind and patient sponger, Miss Craig, led us successfully through all our 
t rials and difficult ies, 
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As Juniors we were as ambitious as ever. We owned the Captain of the 
Wonder Five, who won the championship of the Falls Cities; the captain of the 
track team belonged to us too, as well as most of the influential Argufiers. 
Our class also earned its share of honors in the classroom. Of course we made 
mistakes, but then even the wisest men make mistakes once in awhile. The 
greatest social event of the year was the Junior-Senior reception of May 24, 
the brilliant success of which was in large part due to the assistance of our 
sponser, Miss Taggart. What a gr-r-and fecliif we did have that night. Three- 
fourths of our time gone! You remember we wire up for four years for good 
results and with intent to graduate. 

The beginning of the end — our Senior year. — We are crowded two in a 
seat in Room 16 with Miss Funk, our friend and counsellor. Only sixty of us 
are left out of the eighty-eight Freshmen who entered four years ago. It is 
interesting to know that the Class of '22 is the first graduating class to have 
more boys than girls. Hurrah for the boys! Whether it will be organdie or 
satin, light or dark suits are some of the worries which confront us. Juniors 
envy us. Our class pins arrive. The very successful Minstrel given by the Topic 
Staff at the Dream Theatre, on March 10, has proven that we have some real 
actors in our midst. May 25, and the history of our high school life will be 
closed. Are we sorry or glad? I believe I voice the sentiment of the whole class 
when I say that in more ways than one we are sorry. Of course it has not all 
been a path of roses, but thorns must accompany the roses everywhere, Vet 
with the motto, "Qui legit, regit," always before us, we are able to say: 

Come we at last to this Commencement Night, 

Leaving the days that were so dear and bright. 

School days and childhood, time of youth and play, 

Striving to learn, to listen and obey, 

Loving the friends we came each day to greet,

FIFTY years ago on June 4, 1872, the Jeffersonville High School held 
its first commencement in old Mozart Hall. There were only five 
graduates and all were girls, Anna Hobbs, Julia Ingram, Laura 
Wilson, now Mrs. W. S. Tuell ; Fannie B. Pvle, now Mrs. Nathan 
Sparks; and Hettie Colvin, now Mrs. John H. Whitney. The graduates won 
long dresses, made of dark colored silk, with tight fitting basque waists and 
long trains. 

For the first few commencements there were always two flower girls. They 
sat at each end of the stage and received the flowers which were brought to 
the stage for the graduates. The flower girls then placed them at the feet of 
the graduates. 

The first announcements were printed on pasteboard cards, highly dec- 
orated with green scroll work. 

In 187^ there were six graduates, all girls. Their announcements were 
on pasteboard cards, somewhat larger than those of '72, and decorated in 
lavender. Each girl read an essay. 

Robert Wood, of the class of 1874 was the first boy graduate. There 
were five girls in this class. 

In 1877, for the second time in the history of the Jeffersonville High 
School, a boy, Xewton Myers, graduated. This time there were nine girl 
graduates. The dresses of the graduates were wry long. Sometimes the trains 
of the dresses were so long that the girls had to stand on chairs in the wings, 
waiting to go on the stage. 

In 1878 there wi re only four girls. On account of their great expense to 
the state these girls were called the "thousand dollar girls." At this time many 
were in favor of abandoning the high school, because of the small number of 
graduates. 

At these commencements the boy or girl receiving the highest average 
was always a valedictorian and the next highest the salutatorian. 

In 1881 there were thirteen graduates, all girls. In 1885 there were fifteen 
graduates, one boy graduating this time. The class of '86 was especially 
honored, since it had for one of its graduates a girl who later became one of our 
own faculty. 

In the early eighties the girl graduates started wearing white dresfl 8, 
Some were made "of tarltan, others of white wash material and many others of 
white china silk. All the girl graduates wore long thick white gloves. 



The class of "87 had the largest number of boys so far in the history of 
commencements, Brewer Edmondson, Edgar Howard and Dawson Robinson. 

The seventeenth annual commencement^ '88 was held at Mozart Hall. 
The announcements were in form of booklets of blue cardboard. On the front 
sheet was a ship and dock with sails and anchors forming a border. On this 
announcement, names of the graduates receiving the first, second and third 

honors were printed. 

The twentieth commencement, 1891, was held at Hibernia Hall. Very 
elaborate invitations were sent out this time. There were thirteen members 
in the class and all read their essays. 

The class of '98 held their commencement at the K. of P. Armory. The 
announcement was printed on a sheet of parchment paper. The class motto 
was, '?Qui legit, regit/' The majority of the girls wore white china silk dresses. 
This also was an honored class; another girl was graduated who became a mem- 
ber of our faculty. 

Each graduating class had its own class flower and class colors. The 
class of '94 had the daisy for its class flower and black and gold for its colors. 
At this commencement each graduate read his essay. There was also a debate 
between four boys of the Senior class on whether New York was more civilized 
than Kansas. 

The announcements for the commencement of '96 on June 4th, were on 
parchment paper, six pages. On the coyer, their class flower, the sweet pea, 
was printed. The announcement was tied with nile green and gold silk cord. 
There were sixteen graduates in this class. At the commencement there was a 
debate: "Resolved that man has done more for civilization than woman has." 
Two senior girls took the negative side and two senior boys the affirmative. 

In 1897 the commencement was held at Speith's Hall, on May 27th. At this 
commencement only two essays were read. Then Dr. J, M. Mathews gave an ad- 
dress and the diplomas were presented to the graduates. 

Again in 1900 only two graduates read their essays. The Rev. E. L. 
Powell made the add ress. The announcements were of white cardboard six 
pieces, and tied with their class colors, wine and silver. On the last page the 
names of the twenty-five graduates were printed. 

In 1903 then' were twenty-nine who received diplomas. 

In 1909 large announcements were sent out similar to the ones now used. 
The invitation, the program and the list of graduates were all printed on the 
announcements. 

The class of 1910 held their commencement at the K. of P. Armory, the 
first commencement held there for ten years. 
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In the class of 1911 were thirty-one graduates. Their class colors were 
rose and old gold and their class flower was the LaFrance rose. 

At the commencement of 1913 the graduates marched in. After their en- 
trance they sang two songs, "Gypsy Song" and "Welcome Sweet Spring." The 
two essays were then read. When these were finished the class again sang. 

Snpt. ('. M. Marble presented the diplomas and Rev. J. H. Nickolson gave the 

benediction. 

In 1914 the graduates again inarched in. This time there were no essays. 
A reading from Booth Tarkington was given. There were forty graduates. 

The graduating class of 1916 had forty-six who received diplomas. 

Fifty-two pupils were given their diplomas at the forty-seventh annual 
commencement in 1918. This was the first local war commencement and was 
considerably different from those in time of peace. The expenses were reduced 
to a minimum in every way, including the dresses of the girl graduates. The 
commencement was held at the Armory. 

The class that graduated in 1919 had only thirty-nine members, twenty 
five girls and fourteen boys. The commencement was held at Wall Street Church. 
The graduates entered singing the "Commencement Song," the words of which 
were written by Miss Ada Frank and set to the music of "Loves Old Sweet 
Song." The girls carried baskets of flowers tied with pink and orchid chiffon. 
There was no speaker, the class gave the entire program. 

The commencement of the graduating class of 1920 was held at the Dream 
Theatre. There were forty-five graduates, twenty-nine girls and sixteen boys. 
The girl graduates wore white organdie dresses and carried arm bouquets of 
Sunburst Hoses. Dr. Powell of Louisville addressed the graduates. 

In 1921 the commencement exercises were held at the Dream Theatre. 
There were sixty-one graduates. The girls wore white organdie dresses and 
carried arm bouquets of Mrs. Krran Ward Roses. Two essays were given by 
the boy and girl receiving the highest average. 

So now, just fifty years from the first commencement, the class of 1922 
will leave the halls of dear old J. H. S. This is the first class in the history 
of commencements in which there have been more boys than girls. In this class 
are four of the Wonder Five Basket Ball Men. This class also has four 
straight "A" students. So, in many ways, the class of 1922 has shown itself 
to be the u Best." A
